PETITION TO DETERMINE SEXUALLY 
DANGEROUS PERSON DUE FOR 
RELEASE UNDER 18 U.S.C. § 4248 



The United States of America, by and through the United States Attorney for the 
District of Minnesota, moves the court for a hearing on the present mental condition of 
ROGER DEAN TOM pursuant to the provisions of 18 U.S.C. § 4248. In support of its 
Petition, the United States states as follows: 

1, Respondent, ROGER DEAN TOM, is presently incarcerated at the Federal 
Medical Center (FMC) in Rochester, Minnesota. Respondent is currently incarcerated for 
Aggravated Sexual Abuse in violation of 18 U.S.C. § 2241(c), pursuant to a sentence 
imposed by the United States District Court for the District of Utah. Respondent is 
scheduled for release on October 4, 2006, with 60 months of supervised release to follow. 
A copy of the Judgment and Commitment Order is attached as Exhibit A. 

2 . Respondent has been examined by the Mental Health staff at FMC Rochester. 
It is the opinion of mental health professionals that Respondent is a sexually dangerous 
person who suffers from a serious mental illness, abnormality, or disorder, as a result of 
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which he would have serious difficulty in refraining from sexually violent conduct or child 
molestation if he is released. At present, suitable arrangements for state custody are not 
available. Attached hereto as Exhibit B is the certificate (of Sexually Dangerous Person) 
executed by Harley G. Lappin, Director of the Federal Bureau of Prisons. Petitioner believes 
that there is clear and convincing evidence to establish that the Respondent is a Sexually 
Dangerous Person under 18 U.S. C. § 4248 and that he should be committed to the custody 
of the Attorney General. 

WHEREOF, Petitioner moves this court to set a time and date for a hearing to 
determine whether Respondent should remain in custody; for an order finding that 
Respondent is a sexually dangerous person; for an order committing Respondent to the 
custody of the Attorney General for treatment pursuant to 18 U.S.C. § 4248 until suitable 
state placement may be found or until Respondent is no longer sexually dangerous to others, 
or until he is no longer sexually dangerous to others if released under a prescribed regimen 
of medical, psychiatric, or psychological care or treatment.
